Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant discussed the 1.131 Declaration submitted on 04/13/07. 
More specifically, Applicant indicated that the 1.131 Declaration demonstrates formulation and testing of Scarguard on 
psoriasis prior to 09/28/99, the earliest filing date of Zhang and thus antedates and overcomes the primary reference. 
Applicant's arguments were found persuasive. Accordingly, the Examiner agreed to withdraw the Final Office Action 
filed 07/09/07, in view of the filing of the Declaration under 1.131. Examiner indicated that a non-final office action will 
be issued in due course.
